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WHITHER FOXHUNTING 





When The Chronicle first published the official Roster of the Masters 
of Foxhounds Association of America in 1939, it listed 130 recognised and 
registered hunts in the United States and Canada. By 1945 this number had 
dropped to 112, by 1955 to 102. In this issue the count is 97. These figures 
are the more discouraging because, during this same period, the number 
of horses maintained for sport increased enormously. There were 12,804 
Thoroughbreds which started on North American race tracks in 1939 and 
27,355 in 1957. There has been a comparable increase in Standardbreds, 
Quarter Horses, Arabs and other breeds. In 1939 there were 173 shows 
affiliated with the American Horse Shows Association as compared with 
291 in 1958. Last year The Chronicle reported 533 shows offering hunter, 
jumper and hunter seat equitation classes. 

Why the decrease in the number of organised hunts? The abolition of 
the Cavalry during World War II accounted for a few—8 to be exact. A 
much larger number were given up because they were either private packs 
or underwritten by a few wealthy people; increasing taxes have now made 
it all but impossible to support organised foxhunting on this basis. During 
the past ten years several hunting countries have been absorbed by the 
growth of the cities which they bordered; undoubtedly many more will be 
swallowed up in this way during the next decade. 

Foxhunting has indeed been confronted with problems, but so have the 
other horse activities whose progress during the last twenty years has 
been so remarkable. The fact of the matter, and we might just as well face 
up to it, is that foxhunters have failed to promote their own sport. It was 
not always thus. At the close of World War I there were 34 active hunts 
registered with the M.F.H. Association, then under the leadership of 
A. Henry Higginson, President, and Henry Vaughn, Secretary. When the 
Association published its Roster in 1931, the year in which Mr. Vaughn 
succeeded to the Presidency, the number had risen during the twelve inter- 
vening years to 115, and had been increased to 130 at the time of his death 
in 1938. 

Obviously the way to guarantee the future of foxhunting is to increase 
the number of foxhunters, beginning with the younger generation. The 
U. S. Pony Clubs—which, speaking of promotion, have multiplied from 2 to 
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more than 60 in the last five years— 
are doing a grand job teaching cross 
country riding, proper behaviour in 
the field, and the background of the 
sport. Where there are existing 
packs we need more hunts for chil- 
dren, in the cubbing season, on holi- 
days and during vacation. We need 
to pay special attention to people 
just out of college, to see that they 
do not give up hunting, and that 
they receive help in reduced sub- 
scriptions, meets at times that fit 
their business obligations, and the 
loan of horses if need be. We should 
make sure that the multiple opera- 
tions of a hunt, including allied ac- 
tivities to raise money, ave divided 
between all the members of the 
hunting community, instead of being 
dumped in the laps of a few dedi- 
cated individuals. 

As riding communities build up, 
we must induce their leaders to start 
new hunts. We _ should organise 
more summer drags for youngsters, 
like that in the Millbrook country, 
and more packs at schools and col- 
leges like that at Sweetbriar. For 
learning hound work there is noth- 
ing like a pack of beagles; foxhunt- 
ers should support and organise 
them. Finally when subdividers start 
carving up a country, don’t be afraid 
to move, even a considerable way 
from town. As long as riders van 
50 to 60 miles each week-end to get 
to a horse show early in the morn- 
ing, we do not need to worry about 
their travelling half that distance to 
a later meet of hounds. If through 
our efforts they have once experi- 
enced the joys of foxhunting, they 
will be there.

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Brookfield Farms’ Intentionally 
Upsets First Landing In Futurity

If I’ve said it once, I’ve said it a 
dozen times: Don’t cross your bridge 
until the last man is out in the ninth 
inning. 

This hybrid metaphor was inspired by 
an outburst from a patron of a sport in 
which pedigree means little. It is a game 
involving doubles, but not daily doubles, 
infields without tote boards and bunters, 
but not punters. 

This baseball fan nearly went wild one 
day when the announcer of a TV game 
broke the Unwritten Law. The members of 
one of the teams engaged in the game he 
was watching had refrained from striking 
the ball, and this negative bit of news was 
passed along to *‘those who tuned in late” 
by the man at the mike. 

“‘The crazy yapl”® screamed the out- 
raged votary of the diamond sport. ‘‘That 
ruins the no-hitter!” 

This prediction was made reality by 
the next striker. He applied the ash 
violently to the horsehide-covered sphere 
and projected it into eternal orbit. 

No amount of reasoning could convince 
the fanatic that there was no relationship 
between the television guy’s observation 
and that ruinous ‘‘safety’’, even though a 
dozen additional ones bored through the 
sultry August atmosphere, ere the last 
beer commercial signaled the end of the 
dull procedings. 

**You’re not supposed to mention it,” 
the baseball addict insisted. ‘‘It has been 
proven time and again that just suggesting 
that a guy has a no-hitter going is fatal.” 

It wasn’t because a rough, inconsid- 
erate person named Berra found one to 
his liking that the spell was broken; 
electric influences generated by a gauche 
gossiper in the gallery did the dirty work, 

Poor, superstitious fools believe this. 
Their minds have been warped by watch- 
ing games they cannot bet on (officially). 

Happily, no such childish notions befog 
the minds of those who study the Turf 
sport and record their observations. 

If a four-year-old stands within a few 
hundred thousands of being the richest 
Thoroughbred in the world, everybody says 
so and nearly everybody points out just 
what races he’ll have to win to hit the top 
mark. 

If a twozyear-old has seven straight 


wins behind him (one on disqualification), 
there is no tippy-toeing around the bush. 

Just before the Futurity, it was rumor- 
ed that it was reported that news had 
gotten around that people were saying 
that First Landing was not merely the best 
two-year-old of 1958, he might be the 
juvenile of the century. 

Now, if that baseball bug had heard 
some of these remarks he would have been 
sure that they presaged disaster for Round 
Table in the United Nations, onSeptember 
13, and First Landing in the Futurity 
Stakes, on September 20, 

Unsuperstitious race followers know 
that it was the weight and Clem that beat 
Round Table, and a red-hot Intentionally 
upset First Landing. 

The subject might be worth further 
study, though. 


Belmont Park 

If an owner didn’t have $10 worth of 
confidence in his horse before it was born 
the animal is not eligible to the Futurity 
Stakes at Belmont Park. 

There are no ‘‘supplementary” en- 
tries. The race is a true futurity. 

It was inaugurated at Sheepshead Bay 
in 1888 (when Proctor Knott won it) and 
has gathered tradition with its 69 runnings. 
A Futurity victory is coveted by owners 
and the winning colt gains money, stature 
and weight. A triumph is worth five pounds 
in any handicapper’s book. 

Like a Kentucky Derby winner, a Futur- 
ity winner stands apart from the crowd if 
he never does anything else. 

The 69th running was expected to be 
the medium of an easy killing for large 
bettors who are willing to take small 
prices. Heading the field was Mr. C. T. 
Chenery’s undefeated First Landing, and 
astute students of form reckoned that the 
main contest would be for second place. 

First Landing closed at 2 to 5, and 
with all that money going on the favorite,

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there wasn’t much to spread around over 
the rest of the field, 

Watch Your Step was made the second 
choice at better than 3 1/2 to 1 and 
Intentionally was third in line at 8 plus 
to l, 

The other five members of the eight- 
horse starting field were held at from 16 
up to 77 to l, 

September 20 was not a day for gilt- 
edged favorites at Belmont Park, The 
chalk horse took the first race, but all 
choices from then on went down to defeat. 
Among them was never-before-defeated 
First Landing. 

Brookfield Farms’ Intentionally, 
breaking from the No. 2 post position 
took the lead at the break and still was in 
front at the wire. He was pressed by Watch 
Your Step for half a mile; then First 
Landing came within a head of getting the 
lead but the favorite lost ground in the last 
eighth and was beaten a length. 

Dunce came on to challenge for second 
place and was a neck back of First Land- 
ing crossing the line. Sherry Prince fin- 
ished fourth, 3 1/2 lengths back of Dunce. 

Intentionally, a black colt by Intent, 
from the Discovery mare, My Recipe, 
earned $80,690 for OwnerHarry Z. Isaacs, 
and that puts his total at $136,002. The 
colt has won 4 races, including the Tyro 
Stakes, and been third 3 times in 8 starts. 

Bill Shoemaker had the mount on the

weight and public choice was home first 
in the 1 1/16-mile event. She won easily 
by 4 1/2 lengths over Munch. The payoff 
in the $2 line was $3.60 

Tempted was third and A Glitter, fourth. 

Jockey Bill Hartack held Idun a bit 
back of Tempted’s pace for over half a 
mile, then let her go. And that was it. 

With the $19,037,50 she brought in, 
Idun increased her season’s total to 
$58,457.50. She has 5 wins and | second 
in 7 times to the post. Her only previous 
stakes score since January | was in the 
Mother Goose. Last season, at two, Idun 
earned $220,955 and was undefeated in 
8 starts.

Mr. L. G. Burns’ Eddie Schmidt is a 
great traveler and picks up money every- 
where he goes. This year, he has worked 
Santa Anita, Golden Gate, Hollywood, Sara- 
toga and Belmont. He hasn’t collected 
first prizes at all these tracks but has 
gathered in $172,080 since New Year’s 
Day with 4 wins and assorted drib drabs - 
and that’s a terrific mess of drib drabs. 

The Nassau County Handicap (Septem- 
ber 17) provided $18,680 of the total 
shown above. 

Eddie Schmidt got into the mile-and- 
one-eighth race with 108 and caught Nadir, 
a three-year-old, in the run to the wire. 
His margin was a head. Reneged, the 
choice, was third; Tick Tock, fourth. 

Shoemaker rode Eddie Schmidt, and if 
the lad carried a $2 ticket in his boot, he 
got back $11.30 when he presented it at 
the window, 

A son of Count Speed, out of *Alibhai’s 
daughter, Paradise, Eddie Schmidt has 
started 17 times in 158, Besides his wins 
he has been second twice and third 7 times.

Atlantic City

Steeplechasing at Belmont 
John E, Cooper 


Heightening the impression that he may 
be a good horse, Sanford Stud Farm’s 
Tremere galloped up to the finish line 
five lengths on top in the $10,000 added 
Broad Hollow Steeplechase here on Tues- 
day, Sept. 16th, Although he won his pre- 
vious start here very easily, Tremere 
fenced perfectly in the Broad Hollow, 
showed good speed between his fences, and 
covered the about two miles and a furlong 
in 3:58, just 2/5 of a second off the record 
held by Ancestor. 


Six Starters 

Six horses faced the barrier and all 
were off to a good start with *Arywa, the 
high weight at 160 lbs. over the first jump 
on top followed by *Darubini (142 lbs.). 
However the latter emerged as the leader 
going to the next fence, and going down the 
far side the first time opened up a day- 
light lead with Dromond (148 lbs.) and 
*Arywa closest to him. Rounding into the 
front side there was some closing up, with 
a scant half a dozen lengths separating the 
field, John Cotter on the eventual winner 
was fourth at this point, on the inside sav- 
ing ground. Moving closer to the pace 
going to the last jump on the front side, 
Tremere (147 lbs.) displaced *Arywa for 
third position and ran on practically even 
terms with Dromond, Blen More (149 lbs.) 


and Independence (159 lbs.) were two or 
three lengths off the leaders in what ap- 
peared to be a very open race at this 
point. *Darubini still held the lead enter- 
ing the far side the last time, but he 
swerved out at each fence, and at one time 
threatened to throw Dromond and Albert 
Foot to the ground, Meanwhile Cotter, sav- 
ing ground on the inside, and riding avery 
confident race, had a snug hold on his 
mount. Rounding the far turn, Paddy 
Smithwick on *Darubini still continued to 
cling to a narrow lead, On the outside of 
him about a length away, Foot had Dro- 
mond under a drive, and in third place, 
Cotter still bided his time. Rounding into 
the homestretch and up to the final jump, 
Tremere quickly responded to urging and 
jumped into the lead over the last fence. 
From that point onthere was no question 
of the outcome as he extended his lead 
easily and won with reserve. A spirited 
duel took place for runner-up honors with 
Dromond a length and a quarter infront of 
Blen More, which closed well after hitting 
a fence, and gaining on *Narcissus 2nd 
from the final jump to the wire. Indepen- 
dence was fifth, with *Arywa sixth and 
last. *Arywa was making his first start 
since the Indian River at Delaware Park 
in June, and appeared to be short on 
condition, He ran well for a turn of the 
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field, then gave way. 

The Broad Hollow was Tremere’s 
first stakes victory, and his third win over 
jumps this year. At Monmouth Park in 
July he defeated a good field of hurdlers 
including Petersfield and Fairfax. Through 
the month of August, he was raced over 
the bigger fences and missed several 
times because of his jumping. Incontrast, 
he fenced perfectly in the Broad Hollow 
and greatly impressed experienced ob- 
servers. 


Claiming Hurdles 

On Monday, W. C. Robinson, Jr.’s 
Running Star captured a claiming hurdle 
race at a mile and seven eighths, driving 
up to the wire a length to the good of 
*Watermount. Your Point and Voleur were 
third and fourth in that order, but were 
not serious contenders in the closing 
stages. In this race Mrs. lona Groves’ 
Full Flight appeared a certain winner 
coming to the final hurdle, holding a good 
lead and running easily. However, the 
horse bobbled and gave ‘‘Bing’® Murphy a 
bad fall, which cost him among other 
things ‘‘his two front teeth”. 

The Walsh family accounted for a 
claiming hurdle on Wednesday when Sev- 
enth Sister, which was bred by Mrs. 
Walsh and runs in her name, carried 
nephew Tommy to an eight length victory 
over a soft course. Jimmy Walker was 
on the runner-up, Tombigbee racing for

Essex Hunt Race Meeting 
Chris Wood, Jr. 


Although the wedding of Patricia Wey- 
mouth and Andrew Hobbs at Greenville, 
Del., on Saturday, Sept. 20, attracted many 
of hunt racing’s faithful, the 38th annual 
meeting sponsored by the Essex Fox 
Hounds at Far Hills, N. J., did not lack 
patrons. Skies were threatening for the 
session held at Dhu Varren, beautiful 
Thoroughbred breeding and training center 
owned by Mr. and Mrs. E. H. Ellis, 
some 4,500 were on hand for the best 
hunt race meeting held there in years. 
With the able assistance of Arthur J. Mc- 
Cashin and other committee members, co- 
chairman Mrs, Charles Scribner and Mrs, 
H. Nelson Slater, Jr., presented an ex- 
cellent day of sport for the benefit of the 
Somerset Hospital in Somerville. 


New Type Timber Fence 

With Mrs, Henry Obre’s *Coup-de- 
Vite sidelined with a bad hind leg and 
unable to attempt a successive victory 
in the 36th running of the New Jersey 
Hunt Cup, only four went postward for 
the 3-mile test with a $1,000 purse. Due 
to the new type of timber fence designed 
and constructed by Arthur J. McCashin, 
the quartet fenced as well, or better, than 
any previous efforts. Composed of 8 rails 
with the bark shaved, the formidable 
fences had the top rail doweled into the 


post and with steel inserts holding at 
either end, it would roll like the old 
fashioned kitchen roller-towel holder if 
hit. 

First over the new flight of 14 fences, 
when sent away by H, A, (Brud) Plumb, 
was Alfred H. Smith’s Grand Chal, with 
Bliss Flaccus’ Simple Samson, Audrey 
Riker’s Golden Fly, and the Millwood 
Farm’s Mary March in close attendence 
as named.

are predominantly English, are difficult 
to fully understand, For example, in the 
ring, Elkridge-Harford won very few rib- 
bons, which may be accounted for by the 
fact that they have used Middleburg stallion 
hounds to infuse American blood into their 
pack, In the field, however, Elkridge- 
Harford showed brilliantly and won the 
pack class. It would appear to us that, 
while in England the modern hound is 
approaching the same type as American 
hound breeders are seeking, our Cross- 
bred packs are hanging on to the older 
and heavier English type. 

Thomas Allison was scheduled to judge 
this division, but due to ill health he was 
unable to do so. Mrs. John B, Hannum, 
Ill therefore served as the Judge.

The organized Hunts of America are distributed over such a wide area that it 
is impossible to make a flat statement as to hunting conditions in the 1957-1958 
season that would apply to all. Certainly, for many, the season was interrupted by 
several unusually heavy snowstorms and perhaps a majority were snow-bound for 
more days than in any season for some years past. This applies particularly to 
Hunts located in the eastern states, 


In spite of this, the number of excellent runs reported would indicate that much 
fine sport was enjoyed and that most foxhunters look back upon the season with 
feelings of satisfaction. 


Certain it is that enthusiasm for the sport is at a high level, attendance in the 
field is high and it is encouraging to note the increasing number of young sportsmen 
and sportswomen who regularly appear at covertside. Days especially for juniors 
have become a standard custom with many Hunts. 


New express highways and urban developments present difficult problems which, 
in some cases, have necessitated the opening of new hunting areas at distances re- 
quiring an increased amount of vanning to meets, 


The sport of foxhunting has aiways had its problems and in all likelihood will 
continued to have new ones, but the hold of this sport upon its adherents is so strong 
that it can be predicted with confidence that each obstacle as it appears will be 
faced with determination and taken in stride,

The Amateur Rider And 


The Point-to-Point 


Redmond C, Stewart 


We speak of the amateur rider and of 
the gentleman rider. An amateur rider is 
a person that loves to ride for recreation 
and not as a profession. There are also 
many gentlemen jockeys. I wish we had 
some of them here. I wish the profession 
would become more and more dignified. 
But we are considering the amateur as 
against the professional. Inthe first place, 
the line should be drawn clearly and the 
standard should be kept up. Oftentimes in 
the past, when an amateur rider violated 
the rules or the spirit of the rules a- 
gainst taking compensation, he was lost if 
it was found out. But the owner of the 
horse who induced him to ride and gave 
him compensation went scott free. This 
is all wrong. Wherever an amateur rider 
has lost his license, the owner, as a 
party to the proceedings, should also be 
ruled off the track. Keep up our standard; 
make it so that men working every day, 
as so many of us have to do, but who love 
the horse for itself, can take part in this 
game, with a feeling that we are there 
with our peers among sportsmen. 

Then, there is another suggestion, A 
great many sportsmen and a great many 
gentlemen riders cannot quite attain that 
degree of excellence which is a necessity 
on the race course. Therefore we want 
the thing which will be ademocratic sport, 
which will give all men a chance to ride. 
Therefore, it is a good thing to encourage 
the point-to-point and the three or four 
mile steeplechase course across a fair 
hunting country where sportsmen can ride. 
Why is it a good thing? First, the qual- 
ities which are necessary to negotiate a 
point-to-point course are the qualities of 
the Thoroughbred horse. He must have 
intelligence; he must carry weight; he must 
gallop pretty well, and he must stay for- 
ever. Second, speaking ofa point-to-point, 
where else can you get twenty men riding 
together for little bit of a silver cup--all 
true sportsmen? Encourage also, the 


steeplechase and, if you will, encourage 
the taking part on the race course of gen- 
tlemen, so much the better. But do not 
forget the necessity of the point-to-point. 
Just as it is a most helpful thing for us 
to gather here together a hundred men to 
talk over the question of the horse, so for 
twenty or thirty of us, to get together in 
a big point-to-point race across a fair 
hunting country, is a most splendid and 
helpful thing. 

In regard to this point-to-point pro- 

position, I want to say that we have a 
Maryland Hunt Cup, four miles across 
country in our state. We have been running 
that race for twenty years and the only 
trophy is a silver cup of which sportsmen 
in our country cherish the ownership. We 
have had twenty runnings of it and I have 
been fortunate enough to ride in about 
eighteen of those twenty. I have determined 
that until my two sons, six and seven, beat 
me, I am going to keep on riding in it. 
(Laughter and applause).

(EDITOR’S NOTE: - In the United States 
where foxes are stouter and much scarcer 
than in Britain and where there is no 
earth stopping, comparatively few are 
killed by hounds in the course of a 
season - American hounds do not need 
**blood’” to keep them keen. The ratio 
is about 50 foxes killed by a good British 
pack to 1 in this country. Animal lovers 
in Britain, particularly those living in 
cities, have for many years beencarrying 
on a campaign against foxhunting as a cruel 
and barbarous sport. The Ear! of Halifax, 
M.F.H., former British Ambassador to 
this country, who had a memorable day, 
not sO many years ago, with Mr. Stewart's 
Cheshire Foxhounds in Chester County, 
Pennsylvania, has set forth the case for 
foxhunting which we reprint by courtesy 
of ‘‘The Field”’.) 

Attacks on hunting, including calls for 
its prohibition, have lately become almost 
commonplace in some sections of the 
British national press. Most of the ac- 
cusations reveal animperfect understand- 
ing of what hunting involves, but they cannot 
be dismissed as unimportant merely be- 
cause they are based on misconceptions, 
or even, aS sometimes appears to be the 
case, on deliberate misrepresentations. 
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The extent to which this sort of press 
campaign may mislead the public makes 
it impossible to ignore it on the ground 
that it will cut no ice with those who 
know the facts. For the trouble, of course, 
is that most people do not know the facts. 
I am concerned here with foxhunting, 
but much of the same argument that I 
shall try to make about foxhunting goes 
for other recognised forms of hunting, too, 

Our population every year becomes 
increasingly urban in background, and 
every year the gap gets wider between 
the ordinary mental outlook of the country 
and the town. The townsmanhas very little 
knowledge of what is the daily life of the 
countryman or of the conditions under 
which it is lived, And so, in this partic- 
ular country business of foxhunting, 
millions of people, who themselves have 
had no opportunity of first-hand knowledge, 
read the attacks in the press and, since 
every Englishman has an instinctive hatred 
of cruelty, are not unnaturally worked up 
against the kind of picture of foxhunting 
that immediately takes shape in their 
minds. On the other side, the foxhunting 
community resent being unjustly accused, 
as they think, of cruelty; and so the 
temperature rises, and amid the heated 
argument reasoned explanations go un- 
heard. 

I have been fond of foxhunting all my 
life, and have often tried to make up my 
mind as to what is really the driving force 
for those who are against it. There are, 
I suppose, two principal motives, that no 
doubt work differently for different people. 
Some people are mainly shocked that cit- 
izens, whom they consider to be other- 
wise respectable, should enjoy taking part 
in such a sport - much, I suppose, as 
it used to be said that the Puritans for- 
bade bear-baiting, not on account of the 
suffering of the bear, but because they 
hated to see the enjoyment of the specta- 
tors; others are shocked by the unnec- 
cessary suffering which they think the 
sport inflicts upon the fox. 


The Followers’ Viewpoint 

There is a good deal to be said from 
both these angles, and for a start let us 
first of all look at the people that make 
up any hunting company. They are of all 
sorts: men of affairs and learning, busi- 
ness men, professional men, farmer, 
farm-workers, horsedealers, doctors, 
sometimes the local parson, fathers and 
mothers, with the family mounted on all 
sizes and shapes of pony behind them. 
To suggest that all that mixed grill of 
people are debased addicts to the en- 
joyment of cruelty is so absurd a state- 
ment as to carry its own contradiction. 

Yet it is not infrequently asserted, 
as the natural implication of the fact of 
anyone enjoying a day with hourds, that 
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he or she must find pleasure in watching 
first the efforts of the hunted animal to 
escape, then its progressive exhaustion, 
and finally, as a climax in satisfaction, 
the spectacle of its death amid the hounds. 
Those who are accustomed to go hunting 
know how far from the truth is such a 
picture, and how impossible it is to re- 
late it either to what actually happens, 
or to what becomes the chief occupation 
and interest of ordinary followers of a 
hunt, once a fox has been found, 

To the instructed few, no doubt, it 
will be the watching of the hounds, seeing 
how they hunt, which hounds are doing 
the lion’s share of the work, how good 
or how bad the scent is that they are 
trying to follow, how soon they know if 
they have lost it and so on, But to the 
bulk of the followers, who have no spe- 
cialist knowledge, the interest in hound 
performance is not so great, though every- 
body will be concerned to see what sort 
of a scenting day it is, for that will 
largely decide how fast and straight any 
hunt is likely to be, and what they will 
have to ask their horse to do. For I 
think with most people the horse part 
of it is the principal thing, and indeed 
one has often heard reproaches coming 
from the more informed followers of the 
chase: “‘Look at all those people; no 
interest whatever in hounds or hunting; 
only come out to ride and jump.” 

Incidentally, there is not much con- 
scious cruelty, where most of the people 
are only thinking all the time about whether 
the combination of staying power, speed 
and skill that their horse is supposed to 
have acquired through breeding and train- 
ing will enable him to keep his rider 
within permissible distance of hounds as 
they race over the grass or work their 
way more steadily across a deep-ploughed 
field. Every hunting day brings a slightly 
different answer, which is probably one 
of the things that gives a constantly new 
edge to its enjoyment. 

Add to this the meeting with friends, 
old and young, riding, driving, bicycling, 
running, according to taste and opportunity, 
but all sharing the pleasure of fresh air 
and exercise on a footing of complete 
equality, free to go where they like so 
long as they shut farmers’ gates, keep 
off growing crops, and do not interfere 
with the sport and enjoyment of other 
people; and all feeling their blood run 
faster, as their forbears have felt it for 
generations before them, for the harmony 
of ‘‘holloa’ and horn and hound. In all 
this the fox plays an essential part. 
Otherwise we should all be happy to follow 
a drag, which is a pale shadow only of 
the real thing. I have indeed no doubt 
that the sense of ‘“‘the real thing” that 
is brought into the proceedings by the 
participation of the wild fox is a re- 
flexion of something quite elemental in 
human nature, going back to the time when 
primitive man was obliged to hunt for 
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food, and when he and the dog came to 
find that alliance for this purpose was 
mutually profitable. Translated into terms 
of our own feeling, this elemental survival 
may explain the interest of pitting the 
intelligence of the huntsman and the smell- 
ing capacity of the hounds against the 
natural resource and cunning of the fox: 
a competition in which it is safe to say 
that nine times out of ten the fox comes 
off best. 

But to be conscious of the thrill and 
enjoyment of hunting is a very long way 
from pleading guilty to the charge of 
pandering to a cruel instinct by watching 
the different stages of a hunt. As amatter 
of fact, very few people are ever able to 
see the whole of a hunt. Hunting is not, 
indeed, a spectator sport. So far from 
being able to watch every stage of it, 
including the death of the fox as opponents 
of hunting allege that its followers de- 
light to do, it is not often after a hunt 
has started that the fox is viewed by 
more than two or three of those riding 
to hounds; and it is very seldom that 
anybody except the hunt staff would be 
at hand to see the instantaneous act of 
the final kill. 


The Fox’s Viewpoint 

Chance sometimes, however, contrives 
to bring this about. I heard the other day 
of someone who declared that he would 
have supported campaigns for the abolition 
of foxhunting, if it had not happened that 
twice in his life, while on country walks, 
he had fortuitously been present when 
hounds killed their fox. Each time, he 
said, this happened so quickly and with 
such certainty that he could not believe 
a wild creature could possibly die more 
naturally or with less suffering in any 
other way. And this brings me to the 
point of considering the other set of ob- 
jections, from the angle of the fox, on which 
the thinking of many, who believe them- 
selves to be his friends, is often fanciful 
and confused. 

The first thing to remember in our 
concern for animals, which happily is 
always able to stir public anxiety in 
Britain, is that our world and theirs are 
widely different. Our world is one where 
security is greatly valued, and where so 
far as possible we take steps to maintain 
it. With certain notable and temporary 
exceptions, such as a war and capital 
punishment, life is held to be sacred, By 
law, by medicine, by science, we do our 
best to eliminate the everyday perils of 
crime, or sickness, or uncertainty. 

None of this applies to the world of 
wild animals, Nature makes no provision 
for the aged or for the sick; she knows 
no Welfare State; no non-aggression pacts 
protect wild creatures from their natural 
foes. Theirs is a hard and ruthless ex- 
istence, of which the sole raison d’etre 


is survival against hunger and other 
enemies, and the procreation of a succeed- 
ing generation of their kind. The wild 
animal is concerned only with these 
realities, and to every wild animal comes 
finally a moment when the struggle for 
existence fails and by one means or another 
the animal has to die. But till that time 
comes wild life imposes its unchanging 
minute-to-minute demands; constant 
suspicion, unrelaxed watchfulness; the 
need to attack if possible and to run 
away if not. Such is the way of nature, which 
knows no gratitude and acknowledges no 
obligations. When a wild animal passes 
his prime no family provides for him what 
he cannot provide for himself. Nothing 
arrests the deterioration of lungs, limbs, 
eyes and teeth, nor mitigates the con- 
sequences to the sufferer. In wild life 
only the fit survive; the unfit is left to the 
gradual process of starvation and disease. 
Merely to leave a wild animal alive is not 
to spare him suffering. 

From the viewpoint, therefore, of 
animals which are hunted, the only relevant 
question is whether hunting on the whole 
introduces into their lives any element of 
suffering that would otherwise not be there, 
and it is worth seeing how the balance 
sheet works out. If there were no packs 
of hounds in the British Isles it would 
not be very long before the fox was sub- 
stantially exterminated. He would, per- 
haps, still survive in remote and sparsely 
populated parts of the country, where con- 
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ditions are in his favour; but in settled 
agricultural districts where his habits of 
helping himself to poultry cause loss and 
annoyance he would quickly disappear. 
While he survived he would still live the 
life he has always lived of getting his 
living where he can, and running away 
from anything or anybody that looked 
dangerous. 

But all the time he would be exposed 
to the unnatural hazards from which his 
instinct and powers of self-preservation 
cannot save him, as they so often do from 
hounds. The poisoned bait, and the after- 
math till the release of death; the long 
agony of the trap; the slow festering of 
gunshot wounds and the helplessness of 
broken limbs; these are what would be the 
fox’ lot if regular foxhunting disappear- 
ed, and there was no force making for 
his protection and preservation, We there- 
fore deceive ourselves if we think that 
the absence of hunting would enable foxes to 
live through a serence old age toa peace- 
ful end. 

Such are the realities of a fox’ life, to 
which may be added while he is fit the 
daily obligation to run. Whether hunted 
or not, this is his regular practice, and 
he will cover considerable distances hunt- 
ing for food at night or insearch of a mate. 
Running for him is no unfamiliar ordeal, 
and a fox when hunted, so far from being 
in a state of terror, runs no faster than 
he need to keep himself ahead of hounds,

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in what ‘s to him a routine avoiding action. 

Only in the last few minutes does it 
become apparent to the hunters, and 
therefore presumably also to the hunted, 
that this is not one of the numerous 
occasions (many of which an old fox will 
have known) on which he is to outwit or 
outrun the hounds, but that this time they 
are going to catch him. It would be un- 
reasonable to argue that a fox does not 


suffer at this stage. But this suffering 
for five minutes, to be so swiftly brought 
to an end, is not additional to, but in 
replacement of, much more protracted 
suffering that he must otherwise undergo 
before death, if time and failing powers 
were alone to terminate life. 


Balance Favors Foxhunting 

If the account be fairly drawn I cannot 
doubt that, purely from the point of view 
of the fox’ suffering, the balance is over- 
whelmingly in favour of hunting. In a 
hunting country he is so far as possible 
protected from what I have termed above 
the unnatural hazards of poison, trap and 
gun, He breeds in peace, family life goes 
on free from the danger of attack or 
ambush, and the cubs are not doomed to 
lie helpless in their earth while their 
mother is held in a trap close by. He 


lives his wild life, learning his way about, 
how to get his food, and what are the 
sounds premonitory of danger, of which it 
behoves him to take early notice. Period- 
ically he may be chased, not by the sheep- 
dog that soon desists, but by a lot of dogs 
together that are very persistent and make 
a lot of noise about it. But very much more 
often than not, this all dies away and every- 
thing gets quiet again, as the pursuing 
hounds have either not been able to follow 
his scent, and have had to give it up, or 
else have gone off in another direction 
after a fresh fox. One may finish different- 
ly, and the curtain will fall, But the re- 
lease of death will come quickly, and the 
fox that so dies is more fortunate than 
his fellows for whom the end is reached 
only through slow suffering and wasting 
powers, 

There will always, of course, be people 
anxious to prevent others following acti- 
vities in which they do not themselves in- 
dulge. Hunting is not alone in meeting op- 
position of this kind, But the British public 
is a conscientious jury, naturally reluctant 
to interfere on hearsay evidence with the 
right of their fellow-citizens to conduct 
themselves as they see fit. It is there- 
fore important for it to be generally 
known that most of the so-called evidence 
cited against hunting is hearsay only. For 
this reason attacks on hunting make no 
headway in the country where the truth 
about the sport is known, The attempt to 
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foster an antipathy to hunting must accord- 
ingly be concentrated in the towns where 
it may be hoped that propaganda will be 
more readily accepted. 

It may be - and I hope this is not too 
optimistic a judgement - that a national 
verdict would never be given without 
careful verification of the evidence, for 
this would be as foolish as it would be 
unfair. But I do believe it necessary for 
hunting people to recognise that this sport 
is less widely understood than formerly, 
and that they must therefore be at pains 
to spread the truth about it.

This is a book that many American horse- 
men, particularly those who ride to hounds, 
should find exceedingly useful - if they will 
take the time and make the reasonable 
effor to practise what the author teaches. 

Mr. Glasgow, an Australian, is pri- 
marily concerned with starting a colt or 
a green horse off on the right foot. His 
aim is to show how “‘ultimately to ride 
your previously unhandled horse without 
fireworks.’* He does not subscribe to the 
notion, common among old-time bush’ 
rangers and American cowboys, that ~~. 
horse that don’t buck ain’t no good.” 
On the contrary, he believes: ‘Rogues 
are a man-made by-product conceived in 
bad training or crass ignorance.’’ Accord- 
ingly he has set himself the task of clearly 
explaining in words and pictures how to 
gentle a previously unhandled colt right 
in off the range; how to prepare it for 
its first saddling; and how to begin the 
elementary phases of schooling, which 
he terms ‘‘developing the paces.”” 

“This system,’’ the author states, 
‘tmakes no pretense of dealing with ad- 
vanced equitation ....But ... a youngster 
handled by this method provides wonder- 
ful material for advancement.” 

There is nothing original about Mr. 
Glasgow’s methods; the same or very 
similar practices have been followed by 
intelligent horsebreakers the world over. 
A large majority of horsemen (to use 
the term in its loosest sense), however, 
will learn a number of things from this 
book which in their ‘‘crass ignorance” 
they did not know before.

Of especial benefit to foxhunting men 
is the author’s method of teaching a horse 
to stand ground-tied and to walk up to 
a man on foot in response to a signal 
with a riding whip or crop, ‘‘even if he 
has a ten thousand acre block to roam 
n.”* Anyone who has ever been left afoot 
while his mount goes galloping after 
hounds or frolics back to the barn will 
appreciate these two lessons. 

“‘From Range to Ring’® contains only 
94 pages, of which approximately half 
are taken up by pictures. The text could 
easily be condensed at least fifty per 
cent; for, while Mr. Glasgow writes en- 
tertainingly, he frequently squanders 
words on extraneous topics he would have 
been wiser to omit. However, this (and 
the number of cliches) is a minor fault 
for which the many excellent photographs 
more than make up. The photographs are 
beautifully sharp and sparkling, and so 
clearly detailed that even a novice horse 
trainer following the system Mr, Glasgow 
advocates could hardly go wrong. Both 


text and photographs prove conclusively 
that the author knows his subject 
thoroughly. John Richard Young

A review of Colonel Cook’s ‘‘Observa- 
tions on Foxhunting, ’”® which was published 
in 1826, appeared the following year in 
THE SPORTING MAGAZINE and included 
the following paragraph: 

‘There is a plan also proposed by the 
Colonel, although good in theory, I cannot 
conceive ever possible to reduce into 
practice with any prospect of success: 
I allude to that of each Master of H~unds 
shewing, for a prize, the two cleverest 
couples of his entry for the year. In the 
first place, how could it be decided? The 
hounds of Lord Lonsdale are as different 
from Sir John Cope’s as it is possible to 
be; Those of Lord Darlington are equal- 
ly so from the pack of Mr. Lambton. The 
man who is fond of a large hound will 
scarce allow a small one any merit what- 
ever; and, to sum up all, there are hard- 
ly any two Masters of Hounds who agree 
in what is the proper shape of a fox- 
hound 2..." 


Present Day Type 

It was over thirty years before Colonel 
Cook’s dream became reality and his re- 
viewer was proved wrong. Mr. Thomas 
Parrington instituted the Foxhound Show 
at Redcar in the North of England in 
1859 and it was 1878 when the Peter- 
borough Show came into being. Since 
Colonel Cook’s day the foxhound has 
become considerably more standardized 
than was the case in the 19th century, 
and although there are to-day still diverse 
kennel types, these differ far less widely 
than in former days. Even in the past 
quarter-century the make and shape of the 
foxhound has become revolutionized and we 
no longer see the barrel-ribbed, pigeon- 
toed atrocities of the early 1900°s. 

It is interesting to hear the views of 
American M.F.H. visiting Hound Shows 
and kennels in this country. Often they 
come with preconceived ideas of a heavy, 
broad-chested creature, balanced pre-

cariously on the tips of rounded club feet 
as it reaches for the biscuit, an with 
shoulders rising perpendicular to merge 
into a thick coarse neck, They are usual- 
ly favourably surprised by the animal 
which has superseded the fashionable fox- 
hound of 50 years ago, and are immediate- 
ly struck by the indisputable quality of our 
modern English hound. 

At the 70th annual Peterborough Fox- 
hound Show on July 16th some excel- 
lent representatives of the breed were 
to be seen. As usual, the Duke of 
Beaufort’s, Heythrop, and Portman had 
some exciting finishes, and the judges had 
many a problem to solve. 

The doghound judges came from East- 
ern England and the Emerald Isle respec- 
tively. Captain Charles Barclay - who is 
Joint-Master, with his father of the 
Puckeridge and whose grandfather was 
Joint-Master before him - and Major 
Victor McCalmont - who, with his father is 
Joint-Master of the Kilkenny. They judged 
the merits and demerits of nearly sixty 
entries with speed and precision, and 
had before them a galaxy of doghounds 
which were a fair cross-section of the 
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Best Basset pack at the Bryn Mawr Hound Show - The Poona Bassets with Adele

Portman Influence 

It has been fascinating to watch the 
extraordinary spread of the Portman in- 
fluence which was especially noticeable 
at this year’s Peterborough, where a total 
of nearly fifty per cent of the winners 
were by Portman sires; whilst all the 
prizewinning stallion hounds were by Port- 
man dogs, which means a still more 
extensive widening of the influence. 

Portman Wizard °55, who was later 
to be elected Champion, was sire of the 
lst and 3rd prize novice couples, from 
a pack which had not won a first prize 
at Peterborough since 1948, These came 
from the Cotswold and were a good- 
looking couple of brothers, light-coated 
as were both their sire and dam. The 
latter was also a prize winner, being 
placed 3rd in the subsequent Brood Bitch 
class, which place she also took last 
year when I gave her favourable mention 
in The Chronicle. She was sired by Lady 
Curre’s Dandy °51 and struck me then as 
conforming to the type sought by American 
M.F.H. seeking an outcross. Her two 
daughters from the same litter took Ist 
and 3rd respectively in the corresponding 
class for bitches, with two totally different 
judges. 

Ten couples of unentered doghounds 
competed in Class 2, won by a lively 
couple of white brothers from the Duke 
of Beaufort’s, who were sired by Heythrop 
Brigand °54, just now coming into prom- 
inence as a successful sire. They beat a 
smart tricolour couple from the Quorn, 
with the Heythrop’s less well-matched 
entry third, One of the latter, however, 
defeated all contestants for The Special 
Prize for best young doghound in the 
Show; this was Heythrop Plunder, a love- 
ly quality dog who had won similar honours 
at the Great Yorkshire Show the previous 
week, Runner-up for this award was the 
Duke of Beaufort’s Briton, a compactly- 


built, very masculine little dog whom I 
have heard described as ‘‘like a tennis 
ball’? - a not inappropriate simile for 
this bouncing and lively white hound, 
Plunder’s pedigree shows seventy-five 
per cent of Portman blood, so his success 
shed further reflected glory on the Port- 
man kennel. 


Two Couples Class 

The two couples class of doghounds 
included an outstanding entry from the 
Duke of Beaufort’s; four beautifully match- 
ed and beautifully shown tan dogs, of a 
light rich colouring seldom seen to-day, 
and making a most impressive team which 
was obviously unbeatable, It included Cap- 
tain and Carver, last year’s winning young 
couple. The Heythrop quartet was made 
up of three light lemon and one tricolour - 
the last named, Friar, was last year’s

West of England Champion and runner- 
up this year for the Great Yorkshire 
Championship. He is a handsome dog 
by Portman Freeman °57, and was later 
made Reserve Champion. There were 
three stallion hounds in the Portman’s 
own team and all four dogs were individ- 
ually beautiful, typical examples of their 
kennel, One of these, Wizard °SS, the 
resultant Champion, was also winner of 
the Stallion Hound class; whilst his kennel- 
mate, Prompter °56, was in second place. 

Wizard, a light blue-pied dog, com- 
pactly made with good heartroom and short 
back, last year won the Aldershot Cham- 
pionship, where he again beat Prompter, 
a very charming speckled light red dog 
of great quality. Prompter has been crit-

I can’t seem to resist pointing out to 
you that ‘‘Livre de la Chasse” by Gasto~ 
Phoebus could hardly have been ‘‘written 
between the years 1405 - 1410’, since 
the author died in 1391. The book was 
begun, as he himself tells us, on May l, 
1387, and must have been completed some 
time between then and his death. Your 
illustration, however, (cover of Sept. 5th 
jissue) IS an illumination from Ms.fr. 616 
‘in the Bibliotheque Nationale which is

usually attributed to the early 15th 
century. Even so, it is rather improbable 
that the artist of these particular min- 
iatures should have the distinction of being 
the first to ‘‘include scenery in the com- 
position of his pictures” (1 assume this 
refers to illumination alone) since the 
very accomplished landscapes of the 
famous ‘*Tres Riches Heures du Duc de 
Berry’’ are known to have been painted in 
1416, This hardly allows enough lapse of 
time for such adevelopment from scratch.

Good Changes 


Dear Sir: 

I had a very interesting experience 
last week, As I was cleaning our files, 
I had the opportunity to look through a 
number of Chronicles which I had saved 
over the past four years.

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icized in some quarters for not being 
sufficiently masculine in appearance; but 
he is a balanced, beautifully symmetrical 
animal and certainly catches the eye, 
though possibly on the small side for those 
who are ‘‘fond of a larger hound,” as 
Colonel Cook’s reviewer had it. Wizard 
and Heythrop Friar °57 fought out the 
battle for the Duke of Beaufort’s Challenge 
Cup, won last year by that very promising 
young Heythrop dog, Spanker, who met a 
tragic death on the railway in his first 
season’s cubhunting. This year the Cup 
went to the Portman kennel, tothe stallion 
hound which has this year been used at 
Heythrop. The threads of these two kennels 
are now so closely interwoven that the 
glory of one frequently sheds lustre upon 
the other. 


Unentered Bitches 

So it was in the class for unentered 
bitches in the afternoon. The judges - 
Major Peter Borwick, Joint-Master of 
the Pytchley, and Lieut-Colonel J. C. B. 
Cookson, Master of the Morpeth Hounds 
in Northumberland - gave first prize to 
a perfectly matched little couple of Port- 
man sisters by Heythrop Brigand °S4 - 
light blue pie, quicksilver in action and 
very active and gay. Two fine bitches 
from the Duke of Beaufort’s kennel were 
second; beating two daughters of last 
year’s Champion Bitch from the S, and 
W. Wilts. 

Heythrop Parsnip - by a Portman 
sire, Pedlar "55! - was Reserve only 
with her partner in this class, but was 
awarded the Special Prize. She is a 
well-matured big whole tan bitch, very 
striking for a fifteen-month old hound, 
Incidentally she possessed such long film- 
star eyelashes that they curled inwards 
and had to be operated upon, which has 
left a slight scar on each check; this, 
however, in no way distracts from her 
charm! Reserve was the good-looking, 
fine-actioned, lemon-pied Baroness from 
the Duke of Beaufort’s.

The class for two couples of entered 
bitches was an excellent one, with quartets 
from nine kennels. The Heythrop brought 
four big red tan and white bitches possess- 
ing scope and quality and very well- 
matched. Seen at close quarters from the 
ringside one gained a great impression 
of strong backs and glossy coats, and 
they were obviously a very high-class 
entry. They were finally awarded first 
prize, but the Ducal entry of light-coloured 
bitches was hard to beat - two pairs of 
sisters by the Duke of Beaufort’s Tetrarch 
*S2 and former Supreme Champion, Distaff 
*52. With such a foundation as these, a 
kennel’s future is assured, The Portman’s 


light-coated typical team, and a gay 
tricolour party from the S, and W, Wilts. 
kennel, were 3rd and Reserve respective- 
ly. 


Brood Bitches 

Fifteen Brood Bitches came before 
the judges, who selected the Duke of 
Beaufort’s good-bodied tan matron, 
Temple °54, last year’s West of England 
Champion and dam of the winning couple 
of doghounds. She beat Portman Primula 
*SS, a bright tan and red-mottled bitch 
into second place, whilst the aforemention- 
ed Cotswold Dainty °55 was third. 

The Duke of Beaufort’s Doormat °5S7, 
one of his successful two couple, was 
brought in for the Championship, which 
ended in a duel between the green coats 
of Badminton and Heythrop, whose young 
bitch Parsnip contested the title. She is 
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undoubtedly a very beautiful hound, with 
substance and yet quality; but she could 
not defeat the entered bitch, a perfect 
picture in white with red tan head, possess- 
ing heartroom, well-sprung ribs and 
carrying great muscle. So, for the second 
year in succession, the Duke of Beaufort’s 
celebrated Distaff °52 had the distinction 
of siring the Peterborough Champion 
Bitch. This is probably unique in the 
history of the Show and was no doubt a 
source of great satisfaction to the Duke. 

Among American visitors were Mrs. 
A. Mackay-Smith, Mr. and Mrs, Fletcher 
Harper (the former a Master of the 
Orange County for over 30 years), and 
Mr. and Mrs. Dean Bedford. It was a 
great pleasure to meet them all and it 
is to be hoped that they took with them 
pleasant memories of Peterborough, 1958, 
back across the Atlantic.

REN TN 
ALCIDE WINS ENGLISH ST LEGER 

Producing a dramatic burst of speed 
over the last quarter of a mile, Sir 
Humphrey de Trafford’s home-bred colt 
Alcide ran home an eight lengths winner 
of the St Leger ahead of Major Holliday’s 
filly None Nicer, with Mr. Arpad Plesch’s 
Nagami a further three-quarters of a 
length away in third place, the position 
that he had already occupied in the 2000 
Guineas and in the Derby. 

By his victory, Alcideproved him- 
self without question to be the best stay- 
ing colt in Europe. After winning the 
Derby Trial Stakes by twelve lengths, 
Alcide had been future book favorite 
for the Derby, but then suffered from 
some unexplained injury (it is thought 
that he may have pulled a muscle in his 
stomach) and could not run inthe Premier 
Classic. 

After a long lay-off, Alcide reappeared 
in the Great Voltigeur Stakes at York in 
mid-August, and put up another aston- 
ishing performance to win again by twelve 
lengths, so that in a field of eight for the 
St Leger he started at 9-4 on. Always a 
lazy horse both at home and in his races, 
Alcide was ambling along near the back 
of the field as the runners turned into 
the straight with just over half a mile to 
go, and those who did not know his method 
of running were justifiably anxious as 
jockey Carr could be seen to be “‘push- 
ing’’ him. With three furlongs to go there 
was little to choose between Nagami, 
None Nicer and the Queen’s Restoration, 
a stable-companion of the winner, but 
then Carr let Alcide go and he drew 
right away to win with superb ease, 

There can now be no doubt that Alcide 
would have given Captain Boyd-Rochfort, 
his trainer, his initial Derby success had 
he been able to run. In marked contrast 
to the Derby, the St Leger is the Free- 
mason Lodge trainer’s lucky race, and 
this is the sixth time that he has won it. 

It is possible that Alcide may now go 
for the rich Prix de l’Arc de Triomphe, 
though he definitely would not accept an 
invitation for the Washington D, C, In- 
ternational. By Alycidon, he is out of 
Chenille, by King Salmon from Sweet 
Aloe, who was a half-sister to Round 
Table’s grandam Feola. He is to remain 
in training next year, when the Ascot 
Gold Cup will probably be his primary 
objective.

Showing his usual saddle artistry, Smith- 
wick rode the 6-year-old gelding bred by 
the Queen of England to a 2-length victory 
over 10 competitors.
